4. Disqualifications. — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with a person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applic- 
able to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any per- 
son from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from lime to time in this re- 
gard.

G.S.R. J380. — In exercise o£ the powers confcred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the Directorate of Economics and Statistics (Economist) 
Recruitment Rules, 1967, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the 
posts of Economist in the Directorate of Economics and Sta- 
tistics in the Department of Agriculture of the Ministry of 
Agriculture and irrigation, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement.— ( 1 ) These rules may 
be called the Directorate of Economics and Statistics (Econo- 
mist) Recruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shulf come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification, scale of pay. — The number of 
the said posts, its classification and the scale of pay attuched 
thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Sche- 
dule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. — The 
method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 
5 to 1 3 of the said schedule . 


4. Disqualification— No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and that 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order for reasons lo be recorded in writing, and in con- 
sultation with the Union Pubjic Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any ci'ass 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special catego- 
ries of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

Regulations, 1975, — 

(i) for the word "Institute”, wherever it occurs, the word 

“Commission" shall be substituted; 

(ii) in regulation 2, in sub-regulation (1), — 

(a) clause (c) shall he omitted; 

(b) after clause (e), the following clause shall be in- 
serted, namely : — 

(c) “Commission” means the “Subordinate Services 
Commission of the Department of Personnel in 
the Ministry of Home Adairs”; 

(iii) in regulation 4,— (a) after sub-regulation (1) ihe 

following note and proviso shall be inserted : — 

Note : Officers of the Upper Division Grade of the Rail- 
way Board Secretariat Clerical Service who are. on deputa- 
tion to cx-cadre posts with the approval of the competent 
authority shall be eligible to be admitted to the examination, 
if otherwise eligible ;

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 


The Railway Board Secretariat Service Assistants' Grade 
(Limited Departmental Competitive Examination) Regulations, 
1975, were issued on 27th December, 1975, to come into 
force on that date. In terms of regulation 3 of these 
Regulations, the Limited Departmental Competitive Exami- 
nation for Assistants’ Grade of the Railway Board Secreta- 
riat Service is required to be conducted by the Institute of 
Secretariat Training and Management, Department of Per- 
sonnel and Administrative Reforms in the Ministry of Home 
Affairs. However, with the setting up of the Suboidinate Ser- 
vice Commission with effect from 1st July, 1976, in the same 
Department, it has been decided that this examination should 


now be held by the said Commission instead of the institute 
of Secretariat Training and Management. The RailwuV 
It cud Secretariat Service Assistants’ Grade (Limited Depart- 
mental Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1975, are, 
therefore, being amended to give ellcct to (his decision. 

2. It is further stated that the interests of no one would be 
prefudicially affected by reason of the decision to give relios- 
ctive effect from 1st July, 1976, to /the Railwuy Board 
erctariat Service Assistants’ Glade (I imiled Departmental 
Competitive Examination) Amendment Regulations, 1977.
